MINNEAPOLIS,  Minn.  (RNS)

Today,  he  reported,  two-thirds 
of  the  missionaries  come  from 
the  United  States  and  the  new 


gether  in  the  missionary  task,  he 
said  in  his  talk. 

The  challenges  to  foreign  mis¬ 
sionary  work  today,  Mr.  Fife 
continued,  are  -not  mountains 
and  forests  as  they  were  a  few 
generations  ago  but  national¬ 
ism,  the  resurgence  of  hid  relig¬ 
ions  like  BuddhUm  and  Hindu¬ 
ism,  and  expanding  population. 

Nationalism  is  not  necessarily

Places  here  in  London  are  arising  out  of  old,  long-forgot¬ 
ten  books  to  become  realities  as  we  are  becoming  acquainted 
with  Buckingham  Palace,  Downing  Street,  Piccadilly,  Fleet 
Street  and  Kensington,  Westminter  Abbey,  Big  Ben  and  the 
Tower  of  London,  to  mention  only  a  few. 

They  are  terribly  mixed  up  over  here,  however.  They 
drive  all  over  the  streets,  but  mostly  on  the  left-hand  side.

Another  scribe,  Boswell  by  name,  said  “London  compre¬ 
hends  the  whole  of  human  life  in  all  its  variety."- 

In  this  setting  Baptists  have  lifted  their  witness  for  all 
these  years.  There  are  evidences  of  great  epochs  in  Baptist 
life  in  this  island,  but  Baptists  do  not  constitute  as  much  as 
five  per  cent  of  the  church  population  today.  > 

The  Church  of  England  and  the  Romans  predominate. 
Methodists  and  Congregationalists  are  fairly  strong,  as  well 
as  the  Presbyterians.  Baptists  number  around  350,000.

There  are  signs  of  renewed  efforts  among  our  Baptists 
brethren  here,  however,  and  we  should  pray  for  them  as  they 
face  a  paralysing  religious  indifference  in  the  country.

A  deep  concern  by  one  man 
for  aged  preachers  inspired  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptists  to  create  the  Re¬ 
lief  and  Annuity  Board.  • 

It  was  in  1916,  when  William 
Lunsford,  *  Southern  Baptist 
preacher,  started  the  wheels  to 
rolling. 

No  one  remembers  exactly 
what  ignited  the  spark  for  his 
deep  concern. 

Some  bid  timers  said  he  got 
the  idea  while  talking  with  pas¬ 
tors  of  other  denominations  As 
Dr.  Lunsford  read  their  retire¬ 
ment  plans,  he  said: 

“Southern  Baptists  need  this 
kind  of  protection.” 

Became  Dependent 

Others  Mid  an  old  retired 
preacher  Was  the  major  influ¬ 
ence.  As  Dr.  Lunsford  watched 
the  aged  fellow  walk  with  fail¬ 
ing  steps  to  his  pew  one  Sun¬ 
day,  he  remembered  the  old  man 
had  been  a  Baptist  preacher-just 
a  few  years  before.  But  age  forc¬ 
ed  him  to  retire.  Age  made  him 
entirely  dependent  on  thought¬ 
ful  friends — something  that  old 
man  never,  expected  to  exper¬ 
ience. 

In  him,  Dr.  Lunsford  saw  all 
old  preachers  who  had  served 
faithfully  in  their  ministry,  but 
who  had  come  to  their  days  of 
retirement  without  any  financial 
preparation. 

Plans  Began  To  Shape 

“Something  must  be  done  for 
them  and,”  he  thought. 

“H’yifit  Eight  to  neglect  them 
and  let  them  become  objects  of 
charity.”  He  shared  his  thoughts 
with  fellow  preachers  and  lead¬ 
ing  laymen.  Soon  plans  to  help 
them  began  to  take  shape  A  pro¬ 
gram  of  work  was  outlined. 

In  1918  the  Southern  Rantiel 


Convention,  meeting  in  Hot 
Springs,  Arkansas,  passed  a  res¬ 
olution  creating  the  Board  of 
Ministerial  Relief  and  Annui¬ 
ties.  The  Convention  named.  Dr. 


secretary,  since  he  had  done 
such  great  work  in  getting  the 
new  ministry  underway.  With 
the  $100,000  given  by  the  Sunday 
School  Board,  the  new  Board 
was  in  business.  Later  its  name 
was  changed  to  the  Relief  and 
Annuity  Board  of  the  Southern 
Baptist  Convention. 

Many  On  Relief 
The  Board  initiated  a  plan 
that  would  help  young  preachers 
put  aside  a  small  part  of  their 
salaries  toward  their  retirement. 
This  was  fine  for  the  young 
man,  but  for  the  aged  minister, 
something  else  had  to  be  done. 

Relief  was  the  only  solution 
for  them.  .  , 

Through  the  years  as  more 
pastors  began  planning  fer  their 
retirement,  the  relief  program 
assumed  a  minor  role.  Today 
less  than  1,300  persons  are  coun¬ 
ted  on  the  relief  rolls. 

From  its  humble  beginning  41 
years  ago.  the  Relief  and  An- 
nuity  Bbard  has  grown  steadily. 
In  the  past  several  years,  it  has 
made  rapid  advances  in  all  pha¬ 
ses  of  its  ministry.  The. protec¬ 
tion  plans  have  been  changed  to 
include  more  benefits  and  to 
keep  up  with  the  increasing  cost 
of  living.

The  weather  has  cooled  much 
now  because  we  have  had  sev¬ 
eral  rains.  We  are  very  thank¬ 
ful.  However,  as  yet,  the  well 
still  is  dry  by  the  middle  of  the 
morning  so  we  are  taking  this 
opportunity  to  clean  it.  Some 
day  the  Lord  will  send  us  a 
well  drilling  man  and  stuff  for 
him  to  use.  That  seems  to  be 
the  greatest  physical  nee<j^  in 
this  country  (clean  water).  I’m 
sure  that  is  true  of  many  places. 

Our  electric  plant  still  is  rest¬ 
ing  since  we  are  not  smart  our¬ 
selves  about  those  things  and 
haven’t  found  someone  who 
knows  how  to  fix  it  had  to  find 
a  substitute.  Kerosene  pressure 
lanters  make  a  nice  light.  How¬ 
ever  my  favorite  thing  to  do 
when  it  is  after*li:00  P.  M.  is 
to  go  to  sleep,  no  matter  how 
good  .a  light  I  have. 

Lately  we  have  had. a  very 
large  number  of  children  who 
were  undernourished  then  got 
the  measles.  After  the  measles 
has  disappeared  a  condition  of 
the  mouth  developed  which  ate 
away  the  flesh  and  even  the 
bonev  Most  of  the  time,  within 
a  very  short  time  a  large  hole 
comes  in  the  face.  The  medical 
books  say  they  then  die  within 
four  days,  but  we  have  been 
sending  them  home  fat  and 
saucy — eating  plenty.  They  are 
not  well  but  look  so  much  bet¬ 
ter  that  everyone  in  their  town 
knows  about  it  in  a  very  short 
time  and,  of  course,  we  get  oth¬ 
ers  who  thert  come  for  help.  Do 
pray  that  they  may  take  the 
message  of  Jesus  to  their  vil¬ 
lages  in  the  same  way.

I 
spent  the  whole  hour  it  took  us 
to  get  to  Joinkrama  wondering 
if  I  could  frog-kick  to  the  bank 
if  the  canoe  capsized.  If  you 
could  have  seen  the.  load  on 
that  little  old  canoe,  you  would 
consider  me  wise. 

It  was  dark  when  we  reached 
the  Joinkrama  landing  and  Jo 
had  an  Aladdin  lamp  sitting  on 
the  bank  so  we  could  see  our 
way  out  and  up.  When  I  say 
“up,”  that’s  what  I  mean.  The 
river  was  low  and  we  had  to 
climb  to  the  top  of  the  bank. 

Imagine  being  in  a  three- 
house  community  where  you 
hear  no  car,  truck,  train,  plane; 
where  you  have  no  telephone 
or  telegraph;  and  where  the 
mail,  comes  twice  a  week.  A 
perfect  place  to  spend  a  vaca¬ 
tion!

Missionary  Carlos  R.  Owens, 
who  became  responsible  for  the 
work  in  Mbeya  in  November, 
1958,  after  Mr.  DteBord  was 
transferred  to  Dar  es  Salaam. 

Seven  Went  Forward 

Eight  African  Christians  and 
two  missionaries  made  up  the 
charter  membership  of  First 
Baptist  Church,  Dar  es  Salaam. 
The  Africans  had  been  baptized 
the  Sunday  before  the  organiza¬ 
tion  of  the  church. 

At  the  close  of  the  organiza¬ 
tional  service,  at  which  an  Afri¬ 
can  teacher  preached  seven 
people  went  forward  expressing 
their  desire  to  follow  Christ  in 
baptism  and  church  member¬ 
ship. 

Two  weeks  later  Kisauni  Bap¬ 
tist  Church  was  organized  in 
Momhasa  with  eight  African 


Three  Baptist  churches,  the 
first  to  grow  out  -of  Southern 
Baptist  mission  work  in  East  Af¬ 
rica,  were  organized  within  two 
weeks.  They  are  the  First  chur¬ 
ches  of  Mbeya  and  Dar  es  Sa¬ 
laam,  Tanganyika,  organized  on 
Easter  Sunday,  March  29.  and 
Kjsouni  Baptist  Church  Mom¬ 
basa,  Kenya,  organized  April  12. 

The  organization  of  these 
churches  took  place  less  than 
three  years  after  the  first  Sou¬ 
thern  Baptist  missionaries  ar¬ 
rived  In  East  Africa  in  October, 
1956,  and  less  than  two  years  af¬ 
ter  missionaries  finished  their 
initial  study  of  the  Swahili  lan¬ 
guage  and  began  full-time  evan¬ 
gelistic  work  in  the  stations. 

Missionary  Samuel  A.  DeBord 
began  evangelistic  work  in  Mbe¬ 
ya  in  July,  1957.  In  January, 
1958,  .a  small  band  of  people  be¬ 
gan  to  4told  regular  services  (n 
a  rented  mud-brick  dwelling 
with  tin  roof.  And  the  next 
month  10  converts  were  baptiz¬ 
ed  by  Mr;  DeBord  in  the  first 
baptismal  service  connected 
With  Southern  Baptist  work  in 
East  Africa.  Another  group  of 
converts  were  baptized  in  June. 
There  are  now  more  than  150  in¬ 
quirers  in  Mbeya.

William  B.  Pettit,  of  Boone¬ 
ville  at  93  is  stil  active  in  Chris¬ 
tian  service  and  has  led  an 
eventful  life  with  a  special  in¬ 
terest  in  Christian  education. 

He  was  born  three  and  one- 
half  miles  east  of  Booneville,  in 
a  community  known  as  “Shuf¬ 
fle  Dust,"  and  was  educated  in 
the  public  schools  of  Prentiss 


County,  attending  the  one  teach¬ 
er  school,  in  a  little  log  school- 
house. 

,  His  first  work  tit  himself  in 
his  early  manhood  was  teaching 
in  the  public  schools  of  this  co¬ 
unty.  He  was  elected  County  Su¬ 
perintendent  of  Education  in 
1896  and  served  until  1900. 

Worked  For  Government 

After  this  time  he  was  ap¬ 
pointed  to  a  very  important  po¬ 
sition  by  the  government  in 
Washington*  D.  C.  in  the  De¬ 
partment  of  Labor  and  served  in 
every  state  of  the  U.  S.  as  field 
representative,  with  the  excep¬ 
tion  of  three.  He  retired  In  1946, 
coming  back  to  his  hometown — 
Booneville. 

He  took  the  chief  position  in 
raising  the  money  that  educated 
Weard  Zwede,  a  German  min¬ 
isterial  student  that  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  Prentiss  County  educat¬ 
ed,  put  through  the  full  four 
years  course  of  sudy  at  our  Bap¬ 
tist  Theological 


Rev.  and  Mrs.  Ferrell 
have  recently  been  selected  as 
missionaries  of  the  West  Jack- 
son  Church  and  the  church  Is 
underwriting  their  salary  in  Ar¬ 
gentina.

We  now  have  3 
churches  and  more  than  2,500 
members  in  eight  years.  This 
association  covers  a  large  part 
of  Wyoming. 

It  was  in  the  Casper  church 
that  the  GA  Houseparty  was 
held  in  March.  One  hundred 
twenty  nine  *girls  registered 
from  the  various  churches.  In 
the  coronation  service  31  were 
recognized  as  Maidens,  10'  as 
Ladies  in  Waiting,  3  Princesses 
and  2  were  crowned  as  Queens. 
On  the  closing  afternoon  3  girls 
accepted  Christ  as  Saviour  and 
8  others  dedicated  their  lives 
for  special  service.

TO  SPUR  CHURCH  BUILDING 

WASHINGTON,  D.  C.  CEP)— Reoord-smashlng  church  build¬ 
ing  programs  are  predicted  in  ah  effort  to  keep  pace  with 
large  population  increases.  Some  government  construction  ex¬ 
perts  estimate  that  at  least  5,000  new  churches  must  be  built 
annually  to  cope  with  this  challenge;  others  set  the  figure  as 
high  as  10,000.  The  1959  rate  is  running  9  per  cent  higher 
than  last  year.  During  April,  $67,000,000  worth  of  new  church 
construction  was  begun,  the  goverlutwnt  said.
